Mutiny In Baltic Fleet 


There was a rumor in circulation 


here tonight that four of the ships of 
the Baltic squadron \\ere in complete 
mutiny and roaming at large in the 
Gulf of Finland, and that the 
com- 


mandant at Cronstartt had been noti- 
fied to be prepared for an attack by 
the vessels. It is worthy of note that 
a dispatch to an official agency from 
Helsingfors, announcing the arrival of 
the fleet off Sveaborg and the fact 
that it opened fire does nut mention 
what it opened fire against.

New York Stock Market Prices Show 


a Higher Level and Dealings Are 
Fair in Volume—Grains Close Firm, 
But Produce Holds AVeak 


NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—The rise in 


stocks which has shown a somewhat 
halting tendency this week was re- 
sumed with aggressive 
force 
today. 
Prices were swept to a. higher level 
throughout by well distributed buying 
orders and 
the 
market 
broadened 


materially from the recent extreme 
congestion in a few of the market 
leaders. 
Dealings rose to well over 


1,000,000 shares and to the largest 
total of daily sales of the present up- 
ward movement. The favorite specu- 
lative stocks, however, continued well 
in the forefront of the movement, es- 
pecially the Pacific's, including in that 
term the whole of the transcontinental 
group.
